George Bain Selected as Per- 
manent Chairman of the 
Convention. 


Chauncey I. Filley Counsels Harmony and 
Says He Has No Friends to Help This 
Time—A Practical Platform Adopted— 
Nominations for the Seven Vacancies 
in the Upper House—The Names Sug- 
gested— Convention Notes, 


The Republican hosts largely augmented by 
Democratic spectators gathered in convention 
at Turner Hall, on Tent® street, near Market, 
this morning, to nominate seven good Repub- 
licans for the Couneil. There was consider- 
able interest to watch the fizht between the 
‘‘Silks’’ who were to be led by Rufus J. 
Delano, and the ‘‘haodlums’’ who were mar- 
shaled largely by Chrig Oberbeck and others. 
In the Central Committee meeting, held halt 
hour before the convention was called to 
order, Chairman R. J. Delano and Chris 
Oberbeck crossed swords over the selec- 
tion of a temporary chairman. Ober- 
beck wanted Recorder W. A. Hobbs and 
Delano nominated George Shields. 
At the conclusion of the wrangling which 
ensued Shields’ name was withdrawn, with the 
statement that, not being a delegate to the 
convention, he must deadline to permit the use 
of his name for the position of temporary 
chairman, and the Oberbeck party agreed to 
Col. Cyrus P. Walbridge as a compromise 
chairman. 

THE CONVENTION. 
The convention was held in the large assem- 


bly-room of the Tu Hall building. At 
10:40 R. J. Delano, — * of the City Cen- 
tral Committee, called the convention to order. 
He stated the business of the convention 


to be the selection of seven gentlemen for the 
Upper House of the Municipal Assembly. He 
called the convention’s attention to the 
necessity of selecting seven representative 
men of the city, who would command 
strength. 

After the reading ot the call by Secretary 
Carmichel, Chairman Delano nominated Col. 
C. P. Walbridge fortemporary chairman. A 
delegate nominated George Bai but Mr. 
Bain declined, and Walbridge was elected un- 
opposed. Secretary Carmichel of the Central 
Committee was elected without opposition as 
temporary secretary.

Resolved, That when the city collects water 
license it assumes the moral and legal obliga- 
tion to furnish clear and sufficient water to 
the citizen, and if the city is not prepared to 
meetits obligations it should provide all nec- 
essary means to that end, and we heartily ap- 
prove of the sprinkling of the streets of the 
city by the city.

AFTER FIFTEEN YEARS. 


Jackson Marion Hanged at Beatrice, Neb., 
for the Murder of John Cameron. 


BEATRICE, Neb., March 25.—Jackson Marion, 
the murderer of John Cameron, was hanged 
here this forenoon at 11:20 o’clock. The 
doomed man made a speech on the scaffold of 
a rambling nature, but made no statement re- 
apecting the crime for which he suffered death. 
The crime for which Marion was hanged was the 


murder of John Cameron in April, 1871, 
nearly fifteen years ago. During the month 
of April of that year Marion and Cameron left 
Grasshopper Falls, Kan., with a team of 
horses and a wagon to work on the St. Joe & 
Denver Ra lroad grade. On the 3d of May of 
the same year, Marion arrived alone at Beat- 
rice,with the team and wagon. Nothing more 
was ever heard of Cameron until in the follow- 
ing March, when the remains ofa man witha 
bullet hole in the forehead, which 
were afterwards identified as those of 
Cameron, were found on the banks of the 
Blue River. Ten years more elapsed before 
the suspected criminal was arrested. The 
case as been in the courts 
for the past fiye years and 
three times the prisoner has been sentenced to 
hang. An appeal to the Governor to commute 
the sentence to life imprisonment was the last 
effort of the friends of the doomed man.

| HOW OMAHA WAS NAMED. 


the Title Bestowed in Honor of a Crank 
Indian Dector. 


From the Omaha Bee. 


There are several legends as to how this 
city was given the name of Omaha.“ By 
some of the old-timers it is claimed that the 
name was suggested by Jesse Lowe. 
„Omaha“ was the name of a tribe of In- 
dians in the immediate vicinity. The 
meaning of the name. it is claimed, is 
above the water.“ The tradition 
is that two tribes of Indians had, a great 
many years o, met on the is- 
souri River, and had engaged in a hostile 
encounter, in which all on one side were 
killed but one, who had been thrown into 
the river. Rising suddenly from what was 
thought to beawatery grave, he lifted 
his head above the surface and pronounced 
the word Omaha, which had never been 
heard before. Those who heard it adopted 
itasthe name of their tribe. Another 
story is that the town was named 
after a white man who was an In- 
dian doctor, and who took the name 
of Omaha from the tribe of Indians of 
that name. Mr. James C. Savery, who in 
early days was a prominent citizen of 
Iowa, and built the Sayery House at Des 
Moines, tells an interesting story in con- 
nection with the naming of this city. Mr. 
Savery, who is now a resident of Montana, 
while on his way East recently, said toa 
member of the Bee staff: Col. James 
Redfield of Albany was really the pro- 
jector of Omaha. e and eleven others 
went into the Council Bluffs & Omaha 
Ferry Company, each putting in $400. Col. 
Redfield borrowed his #00 and got me 
to indorse for him. The company then 
plotted the town. When Redfield’s note 
came due he couldn’t pay it, and he then 
offered me his share of the town site, but 
I declined to accept it. There was a white 
crank, with long hair, who claimed to be 
and Indian doctor, and went by the name 
of Omaha. One night. at the Pacific 
House, in Council Bluffs, while the town- 
site men were on adrunk, it was agreed 
to call the new town Omaha, after this 
crank Indian doctor. That’s how Omaha 
got her name. In due time Col. Redfield 
sold his interest at cost. He was a Col- 
onel in the Union army of the War of the 
rr hy and was killed on the field of 

attle. 


The Day of Rest. 


From the London Tablet. 

The pastoral letter of the Archbishop of. 
Paris contains a forcible appeal to the 
faithful to keep holy the Sabbath. 

The spirit of contradiction, of perverse 
rebellion against the law which makes the 
French nation so difficult to govern, is 
nowhere more strikingly manifested than 
in their contempt for the ordained observ- 
ance of Sunday as a day of rest. The 
ouvrier seems to identify the breach of the 
Sabbath with self-respect and the vindi- 
cation of liberty. He will refuse to work 
for an employer who makes it a condition 
that he does not work on Sunday. He 
will take Monday asa holiday, but not 
Sunday. 

This perverse crochet is a constant 
source of difficulty between workmen and 
Christian employers. I have known a 
church kept waiting for necessary repairs 
—a roof that let in the rain—because the 
cure would not consent to have the men 
working on Sunday, and the men would 
not give in on the point. 

Periodically the Church starts a crusade 
in behalf of the sanctification of the Lord’s 
Day, and sermons are preached, pam- 
phlets are written, associations formed, 
etc., to enforce the observance of the 
commandment. Undoubtedly these ef- 
forts have met with a great deal of suc- 
cess. The large shops are now closed on 
Sunday, and the great majority of the 
small ones. 

The first great business house that in- 
augurated this good rule was the Bon 
Marche. Those who saw that now famous 
establishment put up its shutters on Sun- 
day prophesied that it would soon be 
bankrupt; but the Bon Marche held on its 
pete and it may be said thatin this case 
virtue earned its reward, for no house of 
the kind has ever flourished. probably, as 
that popular shop has done. 

But no efforts so far have made any per- 
ceptible effect on the working man—the 
ouvrier proper. He holdsto his prin- 
ciple of working on wg wan and resting 
and generally getting drunk on Monday. 
A Christian architect will bribe his ma- 
sons and 1 with higher wages on 
Monday if they will but work that day 
and get tipsy on’ Sunday, but in vain. 
The ouvrier will not be tyrannized over 
by the priest, for he is persuaded that it is 
the cure who has invented the Sabbath, 
ahd it is a point of honor with a workman 
not to be hoodwinked and dominered over 
by the cure.

THE SPEECHES OF GLADSTONE, 
LAIN AND HEALEY ON COERCION. 


The Government’s Probable Majority on the 
Division To-Night—A Great Shareholder 
Scheme to Be Undertaken by the Dublin 
Freeman’s Journal—Crown Prince Bu- 
dolph and Count Kalnoky—Foreign News. 


fal Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
— March 25.—Yesterday. was a field 
day in the House of Commons, as regards the 
personality, though not as regards the quality 
of the debate. Gladstone spoke an hour and 


a quarter, growing hoarse towards the 
conclusion of his speech. He began 
by crediting Smith with the happy 


facuity of making extreme and astounding 
propositions in the dlandest and most genial 
manner possible. Then he entered upon a 
long and absolutely conclusive argument, de- 
molishing the parallel the Tories have drawn 
between the state of things in Ireland to-day, 
and under his own administration in 1881. 


He declared that the amount of crime 
had then never been higher than 
now. It was slight then. The Govern- 


ment had to deal with the movement 
again together with the rental now. Asthe 
Minis éry’s witnesses testified, the purpose at 
worst, was to obtain certain just abatements 
ot rent, another difference between the times. 
A difference of greater gravity was that 
whereas on former occasions coercion 
measures had the approval of the ma- 
jority of the representatives of Ireland, as 
well as the representatives of Great Britain.

A MISSING BUILDER, 


Felix Raeman’s Creditors Inquiring as to 
His Whereabouts. 

John H. Rottman this morning filed a suit 

in attachment in the Circuit Court against 


Felix Raeman, a speculative builder 
of houses, to secure the payment of 
a debt amounting to $262. It is 


alleged that Raeman has left the city without 
making provision for his wife or his creditors. 
He isa Parisian master builder, and came to 
St. Louis from London, England. He has 
been absent some daysand nonewsof him 
can be obtained. 

M. B. O’ Reilly said this afternoon: ‘‘I don’t 
think Raeman has gone tostay. He has been 
drinking very hard during the past winter, 
and has not been able to dispose of 
houses that he built on speculation, and I 
think he is somewhere too drunk to report. 
His unsold houses are sufficient to secure all 
his creditors.’’ 

Raeman came to St. Louis four years ago, 
Mr. O'Reilly says, and applied to him fora 
loan of $600 to build a house. He got the 
money as he needed it, and after the house 
was built, began another. Others 
were built in like manner until 
quite one hundred houses of various kinds 
had been built by him on speculation. 
O’ Keilly loaned the money and took a deed of 
trust, which was a prior lien, upon each piece 
of property. Whena purchaser was found it 
was generally some person who would pay for 
the house in monthly installments. This pur- 
chaser assumed the O’Reilly debt and gave 
notes for the purchase money. Raeman sold 
his share of the notes and invested the 
proceeds in other buildings. He has now 
twenty-two or twenty-three houses unsold, in 
which Mr. O’Keilly thinks there isa profit to 
Rueman of from $00 to $2,500. Last season 
Raeman built a house at Couzins street and 
Easton avenue, on which he borrowed 
$14,000. He could not sell nor rent, and so 
started a saloon, which led bim to drinking. 
He recently sold the saloon, His wife is left 
in the care of a grocer at Easton and Lay ave- 
nues. Sheis suffering from an injury to her 
back, the origin of which is variously told. 
Raeman recently received a farm near Potosi, 
Mo., in one of his trades, and it is thought he 
may be there.

SIX THOUSAND NAMES STRICKEN FROM 
: THE REGISTRATION LISTS. 


A Wordy War in the Meeting of the Board 
of Kevision—Reports of Precinct Can- 
vassers the Only Evidence Needed to 
Strike Out Names—Recorder Williams’ 
Explanation of His Plan—Dr, Hartwig’s 
Reasons for Opposition to the Scheme— 
His Own Name Stricken Off. 


Six thousand names were stricken from the 
registration list last night by the Board of Re- 
vision. Six thousand names—all of which 
number no one pretends should properly have 
been wiped away. No one pretends that 
in the 6,000 there were only illegally-registered 
names—names of persons dead, mythical 
or not entitled to vote. It is not even pre- 
tended or asserted that a large percentage of 
these names were illegally registered, but it 
is asserted they were ‘‘not found’’ by the 
precinct canvassers to reside in the precinct 
from which they were registered, 
The wiping out of this large body 
of names was attended by a very lively 
discussion in the meeting of the Board of Re- 
vision, Recorder Williams submitted the list 
of nearly or quite 6,000 names, and recom- 
mended that as the precinct canvassers re- 
ported them notfound, they be stricken off. 
He based his demand upon an 

OPINION FROM THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
which he submitted as follows. 


To His Excellency John S. Marmaduke, Governor 
of Missouri: 

DEAR S1rR—I haye the honor to acknowiecne 
the receipt of your communication of the 
26th inst. asking my written official opinion 
on the following question: 

is the Recorder of Voters of the City of St. 
Louis authorized by law to employ such depu- 
ties or clerks as he may deem necessary to can- 
vass the voting precincts of said city to ascer- 
tain what fraudulent names now appear upon 
the registration lists, and to make out lists of 
such fradulent names to be submitted to the 
Board of Revision for its action thereon?’’ 

Section II of the act of March 31, 1883, ses- 
sion acts 1883, page 41, after providing for the 
appointment of such Deputy Recurders of 
Voters as the Recorder may require, etc., für- 
ther provides: 

„Said Recorder of Voters may appoint such 
other clerks and deputies as he may deem 
necessary to faithfully and promptly dis- 
charge the duties of his office, and such depu- 
ties and clerks shall hold office at the pleasure 
of the Recorder of Voters,’’ etc. 

And section 13 of the said acta provides, 
among other things, that said Recorder uf 
Voters shall appoint a Board of Revision of 
which said board he shall be ex-officio Presi- 
dent. And that said board shall hold 
its meetings twenty days before each general, 
State or municipal election ‘‘for the purpose 
of examining the registration and making and 
noting corrections therein, as may be ren- 
dered necessary by either their knowledge of 
the errors committed or by competent testi- 
mony heard before the board,’’ etc. 

Taking these two sections together, in con- 
nection withthe whole act and the objects 
and purposes of it, namely, to prevent 
fraudulent and illegal registration, and hav- 
ing in view that the law does not provide for 
such board to issue subpcenas for witnesses 
or send for persons or papers, Iam of the 
opinion that the Recorder of Voters is author- 
ized by law to appoint the deputies and clerks 
mentioned in your question for the purpose 
and to perform the duties therein indicated. 
And I therefore answer your question in the 
aflirmative. 

I have the honor to be, very respectfully,

Attorney General. 

From this opinion the Recorder argued the 
canvassers uppointed by him were sworn 
officers, and their reports wereevidence and 
the only evidence the Board could at that 
time consider. The persons whose names 
were stricken off would be notified by mail of 
the action ofthe Board and instructed that 
they might, on appeal to the board within 
forty-eight hours, be re- instated. 

JUDGE DENNISON 
offered the following resolutions: 

Resolved, Thatthe names submitted tothe 
board by the Recorder of Voters as the names 
of persons not entitled to vote according to 
the sworn returns of the precinct canvassers, 
be stricken fromthe registration lists; that 
the Recorder of Voters be requested to send 
tothe address of each person whose name is 


stricken from the registration list a 
notice of the action of the board; 
that the Post-oftice Department be 


specially requested to return to the Recorder 
all noticés to persons whom the Post-office 
officials may know not to live at the address at 
which they are registered; that this Board will 
as a Board of Review restore to the registra- 
tion lists every name stricken therefrom to 
whom a notice has been addressed and not 
returned as not found by the Post-oftice 
people. 

Fielding Mansfield led aviolent opposition 
to this, In his, the Twenty-third Ward, he 
knew the returns had been very incorrect. 
As far as he had been able to go over the pre 
cincts, he had found many errors. In pre- 
cinct 136, the canvasser reported 37 
names not found; Mr. Mansfield 
found all but 14. Precinct 137, 
Canvassers report 58 not found; Mansfield 
found all but 22. Precinct 161, canvasser re- 
ported 60 not found; all found but 24. Pre- 
cinct 162, canvasser could not find 48; Mr, 
Mansfield found all but 26. These canvassers 
were good men, the gentieman said, and what 
was tobe expected of the canvassers who 
were only political hangers on, ete. 

On the callof the wards for reports from the 
members of the Board, M. F. Healy and J. E. 
Greffet declined to report and retained their 
papers. 

Dr. McPheeters offered the following reso- 
lution then as acompromise. 

Resolved, That in all cases in which ward 
revisers have personally examined the reports 
ofthe precinct clerks, and found them incor- 
rect in part, that all the names that they, the 
ward revisers, have found to be at their 
proper places and qualified voters, that such 
name be retained on the registration list. 

After some discussion of this Messrs. Mans- 
field, Healy and Greffet were induced to hand 
in their reports, and the names they had 
found to be properly registered in spite of the 
canvassers reports were allowed to remain 
upon the list. The gentlemen who had ob- 
jected to the wholesale slaughter proposed 
were not, however, won overto the butchery

Jo the Board of Revisers of the City of St. 
Louis: We hereby protest against striking 
from the poll-books the names of any voters 
upon the evidence of canvassers only.

St. Louis, March 24, 1887. 

This was presented merely to place the gen- 
tlemen on record as Opposed to the policy of 
the majority. 

This morning 

RECORDER WILLIAMS 
was seen in his office by a Post- DISPATCH re- 
porter. He was diligently prying up the lids 
of his eyes, endeavoring to remain at work 
alter having lost the sleep that should have 
been secured last night. 

“*The gentlemen who opposed my plan last 
night,“ he said, hardly understood it. In 
order to secure a correct and honest registra- 
tion 1 sent out several hundred canvassers 
who were instructed to secure the name and 
uddress ofevery adult male in the precincts 
to which they were assigned. When these 
canvassers reported, their returns were 


taken by . clerks in the office and com- 
pared with the registration lists and 
the names found were checked on the 


reports and onthe lists. Those names that 
remained unchecked on the lists were copied 
and submitted, irrespective of persons, to 
the Board of Revision. There were some 9.000 
names. I know my canvassers did not all do 
their duty. There were some names not re- 
turned as living inthe precinets who have been 
there for years, and have held prominent 


positions. But until there was other evidence 
we could not go back of the sworn 
reports of the canyassers. The Board, 


alter some wrangling, struck off the names 
as I advised, and immediately I set a force of 
clerks to work to send out cards to the ad- 
dresses of persons who had been striéken 
from the lists informing them of the board's 
action and that they were entitled to an ap. 
peal to the board from this action, which a peal 
willbe heard within forty-eight hours. hese 
cards were placed in envelopes on which was 
printed: If not found return to the Recorder 
of Voters.’ Three thousand of these cards 
were gotten in the mail before 4 o’clock this 
morning, Y already I am receiving the re- 
turns.’ e showed the reporter a basketful 
of the envelopes on which letter-carriers had 
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indorsed such returns as the following:

All the cards will bay :

corder, ‘‘and the persons stricken off can ap- 
pear either this rns or to- morrow before 
the board and show their right to de rein- 
stated. Ot the cards returned in no instance 
has it appeared the reson was improperly 
stricken off. Some had removed and been 
transferred on the re n books, but their 
names were still carried at the former address 
by reason of the carelessness of clerks. I 
think, so far, my plan has proven itself a suc- 
css. 


DR, OTTO HARTWIG, 

one of the protestors, took another view of 
the matter. We were appointed eleven 
days ago, he said, as members of the 
Board of Revision, but did not getdown to 
work until six days later, because the pre- 
cinct canvassers’ work was not completed. 
At the Jast moment Mr. Williams brought to 
us a list of 6,000 names, which he asked to have 
stricken from the list. We had been fur- 
nished with lists of these names, and 
on a personal canvass of tliree precincts out of 
the twelve in my ward I found that 50 per cent 
of the names reported to be stricken off were 
legally and properly on the reyistration list. 
The same was true in other Wards. My own 
name was among those to be stricken 
off. When we met last night I op- 
posed the wholesale 
posed because I knew it 
impossible to notify all those persons, have 
them appear before us, hear them and rein- 
state their names in the short time left to us. 
Nor have we the. power to authorize the Re- 
corder to reinstate them. As far as we knew 
of tbe incorrectness of the canvassers re- 
turns we restored names stricken off. Fur- 
ther we could not succeed in opposition to the 
majority.“

TROUBLE FEARED. 


Ten Thousand Cotton Handlers in New 
Orleans on a Strike. 


New ORLEANS, La., March 25.—A difficulty 
between different branches of labor employed 
in the handling of cotton, and involving 10,000 
men, had the effect of paralyzing all work in 
the cotton trade yesterday. The difficulty 
dates back to last October and is an out- 


come of the effort then made to re- 
duce charges on cotton at this port. 
At that time all the cotton-handlers 


belonged to one grand body, known as the 
Cottonmen’s Executive Council. From time 
to time different classes of employers had also 
been admitted to the council and when the 
effort was made by factories and shippers to 
reduce charges, which reduction would have 
fallen principally upon these employ- 
ers, they used their position in the 
council to resist thareductions. The council 
was composed of organizations of both white 
and colored laborers. The whites charged 
that the colored organizations were falling 
under the influence of the employers, who 


by their own votes. combined with 
those of the negroes, were * to get 
control of the organization. t Was 


therefore determined by the white organiza- 
tions to break up the council and organize an- 
other, to which noempioyer ot labor should 
be admitted. The white organizations, com- 
posing the backbone of the council, withdrew 
in October and organized anew council, in- 
viting the eolored organizations to join 
them. The majority of the latter de- 
clined, but remained in the old 
council, and with employing organ- 
izations, kept up that association. There has 
been more or less igiction between the two 
bodies ever since. Two weeks ago the new 
council determined bring matters to an 
issue, and for this purpose adopted a resolu- 
tion that from and after this day none of its 
members would handle cotton that had passed 
through the hands of any members of the old 
couneil. 

This resolution was put into effect yesterday 
morning, and at all the presses where mem- 
bers of the old council were employed work 
was stopped, as the weighers, samplers and 
classers refused to touch cotton not handled 
or drayed by members of the old organization. 
In other hresses where only members of the 


new eouncil were employed work went 
on as usual, but the cotton could 
not be stowed on shipboard inasmuch 


as it had to pass through the hands of the 
‘longshoremen, who belong to the old council, 
and the screwmen,members of the new council, 
would not receiveitforthem. There was no 
disturbance during the day, but one is liable 
to occur atany time, asitis understood that 
the new council will undertake to handle at 
the levee with their own’ longshoremen. If 
they do, ariotis likely to result, as a similar 
attempt some weeks ago was followed bya 
bloody battle.

THE FRENCH STEAMER SCOTIA HARD 
AGROUND NEAR BLUE POINT.

Twelve Hundred Passengers on Board— 
Many of the Passengers Injured—A Fatal 
Railroad Collision at Leetonia, Ohio— 
Blew Out the Gas—Casualties. 


Free ISLAND. N. Y., March 25, 9:25 a. m.—A 
steamship is anchored near Blue Point, 150 
miles east of Fire Island. She does not seem 
to be a large vessel. Her masts are gone, but 
her ptpe is still standing. She is well up on 
the beach and appears to besettling. A mod- 
erate gale from the northwest is blowing, with 
a heavy sea running. 

THE SCOTIA. 

10 a. m.—It issaid that the vessel ashore 
near Blue Point is the French steamer Scotia, 
Capt. Ruffat, which sailed from Marseilles 
February 20, and Naples February 23, via 
Gibraltar, February 27, for New York. Sheis 
said to have a large numberof steerage pas- 
sengers aboard. The Scotia is of 1,628 net and 
2,492 grosstonnage. The steamer ashore went 
on at 4 o’clock this morning. 

ONE THOUSAND IMMIGRANTS ON BOARD. 

1l a. m.—The Life Saving people have gota 
line to her, but owing to the heavy surf, have 
not been able to do anything in the way of, 
taking off the passengers. She has 1,000 Italian 
immigrants on board, 

The Scotia isa screw brig-rigged steamer, 
$25 feet in length, 40 feet in breadth, and 28 
feetin depth. She was built at Leith, Scot- 
land, in 1881, and is owned by Cyprien Fabre- 
olo & Co. of Marseilles. 


THE SHIP’S DANGER. 

The Mail and Express says: When the 
life-saving crew discovered the. vessel she was 
lyingin the midstof a very high sea which 
was sweeping her clear fore and aft. The 
high northeasterly winds made work for the 
life-savers impossible for a time, and as a

result it was some while after the discovery 
that the life apparatus was hauled to the 
beach. Several attempts were made to fire. 
the line, but each time the aim was too 
low and it fell wide of the mark. At the hour 
of this edition the life-savers were earnestly | 
tolling in front of the vessel, endeavoring in 
every way to establish communication in the 
hope of saving some of the passengers. A 
great crowd was onthe beach assisting the 
crew, and it was feared from the peculiar 
movements of those on board the stranded 
vessel that some lives were lost. The sea is 
breaking over the vessel, and the deck flx- 
tures are being carried away.’’ 
PASSENGERS AND CARGO. 

It was learned at the office of the passenger 
agent of the Fabre Line that the Scotia has on 
board about 900 passengers, most of them, 
and probably all, steerage passengers. It was 
not known positively whether there were any 
cabin passengers. The passengers bad been 
transferred tothe Scotia at Naples from the 
French steamer Burgundia, which was dam- 
aged in collision with the man-of-war Italia 
as she was leaving Naples on February 17. 
Her cargo consists of Italian produce, 
A dispatch received by the passenger agent 
at noon, said that the passengers were all safe 
and would be taken to New Yor. to-morrow. 
Nothing had been ascertained as to the cause 
of the grounding of the vessel, but it was con- 
jectured that she had become damaged asa 
result of a struggle with terrific weather, and 
that the captain had beached her to save her 
passengers. Capt. Ruffatds regarded by the 
company as a perfectiy reliable man. The 
value of the cargo was not known, but it was 
not thought to be great, as the capacity of the 
vessel was to a large degree exhausted to 
accommodate the large number of passen- 
gers. 

A steamer has been chartered to bring the 
Scotia’s passengers into port. The Merritt 
Wrecking Company officials say that their 
latest information is that the life-saving peo- 
nave a line tothe ship, but that none of 

he passengers have been taken off yet. The 
wind is off shore, and the sea is rough. The 
boats which started to-day will not reach the 
wreck until early to-morrow morning. 
MANY PASSENGERS INJURED. 
PATCHOGUE, L. I., March 25,—The steamer 


Scotia of the Fabre Line, Capt. Ruffat, 
from Naples, for New York, with 


1,200 passengers and merchandise, ran ashore 
at about4:15 this morning on the outer bar, a 
mile west ofthe Blue Point Life Saving sta- 
tion, and now lies hard aground. When dis- 
covered by Capt. George Jones of the 
Biue Point Station at daylight, the sea was 
running so high that it was impossible to 
launch a lifeboat, but at about S o' clock a 
line was got aboard the steamer. Before the 
breeches-buoy was rigged, the sea had gone 
down sufticiently to allow of the launching of 
u boat which went alongside. No one was 
taken off except a steerage passenger named 
Georgia Farina, who jumped from the 
steamer’s deck to the boat before any one 
could prevent him. Farina was brought ashore 
and will go to New York this afternoon. 
He states that the steamer had experienced 
terrific storms for more than a week, the ves- 
sel tossing terribly and suffering much dam- 
age. Many of the — ers bad limbs

thrown about the steerage. Yesterday the ma- 
chinery gave outand the wind and sea were 
high. The Captain decided to run the vessel 
ashore, after cutting away her masts at 2 
O clock this morning. About 500 women are 
among the passengers, most of whom were 
taken from the steamer Burgundia after that 
vessel was run into by the war vessel Italia, 
near Naples. It is not probable that any 
more passengers will be landed. The steamer 
is in no immediate danger, and tugs have been 
telegraphed for from New York to take the 
passengers — | water.

A Fatal Collision. 


PITTSBURG, March 25.—A railway accident 
occurred about 1 o’clock this morning near 
Leetonia, O., on the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & 
Chicago Railway, by which one person was 
killed and a number of passengers injured. 
The express train, which left Chicagoin the 
morning, had reached Leetonia. There is a 
heavy grade at this point and the engineer 
discovered that the air-brake hose was leak- 
ing. He stopped the the train, and while ex- 
amining it a freight train came along and 
dashed into the rear, and completely tele- 
scoped the sleeper and the passenger car next. 
The engineer, William Beall of Allegheny,who 
was under the engine at the time, fixing the 
air brake, was horribly crushed and died al- 
most instantly, The names of the injured are 
as follows:

To say that this method has not been used in 
the empanelling of juries heretofore is not to 
say that the provisions of the act have been 
obeyed but simply that they have been over- 
looked and neglected by the courts. 

Mr. Skinker repeated that the District Court 
had totally disregarded the existing provisions 
of law; that the result was that five men 
selected by tho Marshal with the assist-

Ok June 1, 1885, the body of Lou Johnson, an 
Americanized Chinaman, was found hacked 
to pieces in his room in a Chinese boarding- 
house in the alley between Seventh and 
Eighth, and Market and Walnut streets.

Johnson notified the 
police of the gambling and in a raid Chyo 
Goom’s business was broken up. To the bad 
feeling growing out of this the murder was 
attributed. From two Chinamen the police 
learned that Chyo Goom had offered $600 to

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SHERMAN’S BID FOR VOTES. 
JOHN SHERMAN went South to open his 
campaign for the Republican nomination. 
Nashville was well chosen as the best 
point from which to address those sections 
of the South most inclined to relieve 
whisky and tobacco from taxation and to 
rely on Federal taxation for the develop- 
ment of their mineral wealth, for the 
education of their people and for the 
protection“ of their industries. His 
speech was, of course, an elaborate plea 
for the continuation of our war tariff, 
and like all of JOHN SHERMAN’S speeches 
it was full of half truths, and of adroit 
evasions and suppressions of the whole 
truth. 
Assertin g that we never had the benefit 
of an effective tariff protection until 1861, 
he proceeded to attribute all the subse- 
quent increase of manufactures and 
trade in this country to the Republican 
party’s tariff policy. He credited none of 
it to the natural causes which had previ- 
ously, and without theaid ofthe Republic- 
an party, perfected the mighty industrial 
basis of which the subsequent increase is 
but the normal expansion and out- 
growth. Hemade no attempt to refute 
the proof that the growth he boasted of 
was in spite of and not in consequence of 
the war tariff. Ile did not tell us of the 
monopolies it had upheld and of the in- 
dustries it had depressed with tax-bur- 
dens. He said nothing of the long periods 
of industrial and commercial stagnation 
and disaster it had produced. He said 
nothing of the greatest ocean carrying 
trade in the world which it has destroyed, 
forcing us to send our exports abroad in 
foreign ships. 

And yet, while pleading for and justify- 
ing the perpetuation of this tariff, which 
wrings from the people so many millions 
of taxes the Government does not need, 
and which transfers so many millions 
more from the pockets of the working- 
man to the overgrown bank account of 
the millionaire monopolist, Mr. SHERMAN 
had the impudence to hold the Democratic 
party alone responsible for the failure of 
Congress to reduce the surplus.” When 
it was proposed to reduce the surplus by 
reducing taxation, the only legitimate 
way, a motion to go intothe consideration 
of the subject was defeated June 17, 1886, 
by the votes of 122 Republicans and 35 
Democrats, the vote in favor of it being 
cast by 136 Democrats and 4 Republicans, 
That motion was defeated again in the 
following December by the votes of 129 
Republicans and 25 Democrats, the vote 
in favor of it being cast by 143 Democrats 
and 6 Republicans. This shows where the 
parties stand on the question of reducing 
taxation. 

Mr. SHERMAN’S method of reducing the 
surplus, as he told the people of Ten- 
nessee, was by appropriating the money 
to relieve them from local school taxes, 
and to improve the navigation of such 
streams as the Cumberland and Tennessee 
rivers. His speech was simply an offer of 
money for votes, and the money offered 
was not his, but hard-earned dollars 
wrung from labor’s hand by ring legisla- 
tion. 
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THERE is running through the news- 
papers a pictured group of KAISER WI. 
HELM holding his baby great-grandson in 
his arms, with his son and grandson 
standing on either side—four generations, 
and allabut the babe-in-arms arraved in 
military apparel.

A Valuable Find. 


From the New York Tribune. 
Quite unexpectedly a very valuable series of 
letters recently came into the hands of Mr. 
George R. Morse of Rochester, N. I. They 
comprise a great portion of the private and 
official correspondence of John Page of Vir- 
ginia, Governor of that State in 1802-1804, at 
the time he was a member of the Council of 
Public Safety during the Revolution. Mr. 
Morse thinks they are a portion of the corre- 
spondence he left as materials for the use of a 
biographer. They comprise a number 
of letters from Washington, Jeff- 
erson—who was a life-long friend of Gov. Page 
—Richard Henry Lee, Francis Lightfoot Lee 
and other leaders in the Revolution. Many of 
these are of absorbing interest, and relate to 
the internal conduct of the war and the rela- 
tions and jealousies of those engaged therein. 
One of the letters of Washington is an official 
report to the Council of the battle of German- 
town. There are also many letters from 
Washington’s Generals. Of Gen. Weedon’s 
letters there are nineteen, nearly all official, 
setting forth the state of the army, movements 
of troops and plans of the Generals, as well as 
several reports, accompanied by plans of 
battles.

whose population does not reach 40,000, My 
children have been going to school here for 
nearly one year, and there is but one of them 
who is net going over ground they have trav- 
eled over for more than a year before starting 
here. We have succeeded in pushing them 
ahead some by persistent effort with principals 
and teachers, but they have wasted some 
time as itis. Ido not say it is willful careless- 
ness, but I must insist that there is something 
wrong about the svstem. My wife and I use 
every effort in our humble way to assist 
teachers in educating our children; we visit 
the schools as often as possible, and right here 
let me say that with all the boasted discipline 
and order I never saw such rudeness and dis- 
order. In rooms where one would expect to 
find bright and apt scholars you will find 
sleepy, careless and order-cramped children. 
In contradistinction to this is the city of 
which 1 spoke above; a visitor will find bright, 
happy teacher, smiling and animated chil-

The “Post-Dispatch” Invitation Will Reach 
Him in a Few Weeks—No Necessity for 
Further Action by the Grand Army Ex- 
ecutive Committee—The Matter in the 
Citizens’ Hands—Where Slips for Signa- 
tures Can Be Obtained After To-Mor- 
row. 


The invitation to. President and Mrs. Cleve- 
land to attend the fall festivities has assumed 
aslightly different phase to-day. Until last 
evening it was supposed that the invitation 
extended on behalf of the Grand Army ofthe 


Republic, by the committee of which 
Hon. D. R. Francis is Chairman, 
had not reached its destination. This 


was considered strange for Mr. Gaiennice 
had himself placed the invitation in the Post- 
office addressed and sealed. The General 
Executive Committee was to have met at 
4 o’clock to-morrow afternoon to take 
further action and to renew the invita- 
tion if necessary. Last evening, how- 
ever, a telegram was received saying that 
the invitation had been duly received 
a month ago and was on file in the 
office of the Executive Mansion with a 
number of other similar invitations 
from other sections of the country, none of 
which have been answered. The invitation 
was received toward the end of the session. 
At that time the Presidential mansion was 
ficoded with communications from all parts of 


the country concerning measures be- 
fore Congress, appointments, ete., 
while most of the President’s time was 


engrossed in the examination of bills sent to 
him for his approval. All business not de- 
manding immediate consideration was laid 
aside. Since the udjournment of Congress the 
President has been taking a little much- 
needed rest, and as the invitation of the 
Grand Army demands no immediate answer, 
it is doubtful if it would be considered before 
next fall, unless further pressed. The Presi- 
dent, of course, cannot answer exactly 
whether he would be able to accept the invita- 
tion for next fall. 
HE CAN ACCEPT 

conditionally, however, and for this reason 
the subject should be pressed upon bim before 
he has made other engage ments that will pre- 
clude the possibility of his accepting. When 
asked a year ago to visit St. Louis, Mr. Cleve- 
land replied that he would ‘‘think about it,’’ 
which was equivalent to a refusal. The short 
season that elapsed between the two sessions 
of the Forty-ninth Congress made it impossible 
for the President to go very far from home in 
the interim. Congress has adjourned now, 
and unless some extraordinary emergency 
arises, will not meet again before December 5. 
The President can determine now as easily as 
atany other time whether he can come West in 
the fall. If he can be persuaded to come to 
some determination now, he will stick to it. 
This is what creates the necessity for im- 
mediate action in sending a delegation of citi- 
zens and their wives to Washington. 

LEFT TO THE CITIZENS. 
Gen. D. P. Grier, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee, stated this morning that since the 
President had received the invitation of the 
Grand Army it would not be necessary for the 
Executive Committee to take any action to- 
morrow. That is my individual opinion,’’ 
said Gen. Grier. ‘‘Since we have sent on an 
invitation, and it has been received, it is not 
necessary for us to reiterate it.’’ 
Wil the Committee, of which Mr. Francis 
is Chairman, be authorized to prepare a sup- 
plemental invitation?’’ 
My idea is that the General Committee has 
no power todothat. The Grand Army has 
done all it can. I suppose that committee 
can do as it pleases in the matter of getting 
up a supplemental invitation.’’ 

WILL SEE IT THROUGH. 
Frank Gaiennie, a member of the Committee 
said: Since the President has received the 
invitation of the Grand Army, I donot see that 
it is necessary for the General Committee to 
do anything more. We will carry ahead the 
general invitation. We are into the thing now 


and we are going to carry it through. What- 
ever we do will be of advantage 
to the Grand Army for the 


general entertainment provided by the citi- 
zens for the President will form one of the 
chief attractions of the Encampment. Our 
committee I take it, will not act until it is defin- 
itely decided whether the General Executive 
Committee proposes to do anything more. 
But the POST-DISPATCH has got us into this 
thing now, and We are going to see it 
through.’’ 

THE LADIES

THE HOUSE. 

The ball opened in the House this morning 
py a joint resolution from Judge Messick, 

roviding that the State Auditor be directed 
to issue no more warrants on the State 
Treasury in favor of . W. Rokker 
4 Co. for printing until after the com- 
mittee of the House and Senate, 
which are investigating the alleged fraudulent 
procurement of the State printing contract, 
make a report. The resolution was unani- 
mously adopted. This will probably stop the 
printing Of all bills and other print- 
ing tor the State until after the re- 
orts of the committees. The Senate Committee 
nave been 8 afternoon and evening ses- 
sions for several days and taking testimony as 
to the letting of the State printing contract. 
fhe testimony is nearly all in. It has 
developed that all the printing establishments 

springfield and a number of print- 
ers had been in the habit of 
pidding heretofore for portions of the con- 
tract, had been drawn into a pool, or, as they 
term it, ‘‘a partnership,’’ and thus obtained 
the contract at a rate 125 per cent higher than 
two years ago. The statute makes it 
a penal offense to pay anything to 
any person to induce him not to bid or to pre- 
vent competition.

OniIcaGco, March 25.—At3o’clock this after - 
noon Mayor Harrison will attend a specially 
called meeting of the Democratic Oampaign 
Committee, and, it is stated, positively with- 
draw his name from the head of the ticket. 
{his will be Mr. Harrison’s second declination 
of the nomination made last Wednesday, and 
this time his action, it is claimed, will 


probably be final, as it is taken after two day’s 
deliberation. Afriend of the Mayor said to- 
day when the news of the latest move became 
known aroundthe City Hall, that Harison’s 
final determination in the matter was the 
logical result of a careful survey of the 
situation. With President Kern of the 
Cook County Democratic Club fighting him, 
with Alderman Hildreth waging active war 
against him, and with all of Mr. Cregier’s 
friends ready to bolt the nomination, he ap- 
preciated the gravity of the case and de- 
termined to get out of the race. Harrison 
said to a reporter at noon that his withdrawal 
was final. J. H. McAvoy, candidate for City 
Treasurer on the Democratic ticket, tele- 
graphed the Campaign Committee to-day that 
under no circumstances would he accept.

It would be a phenomenal 
year ifno damage reports come in from the 
country.——The Buenos Ayres Standard, on 
the crops of the River Plate, says: There is 
not a shadow of doubt that the harvest of 1887 
will be the best and most valuable on record. 
Not for thirty years have the farmers seen a 
crop of better quality, and as for quantity 
there is no record in the history of Argentine 
agriculture to come near the expectations of 
the moment. The great feature of the present 
season isthat the crop is good and plenti- 
ful all around; every cereal has 
thriven and the onl danger is 
that there will not be sufficient hands to take 
inthe golden harvest. The season has been 
exceptionally tavorsble. The hot sun and 
late frequent rains have imparted a growing 
power to the soilthat has never been seen to 
such an extent before. Farmers who look for- 
ward to a yield of 20 fane as per square are 
Staggered to see that they can now reckon on 
50 to 60 fanegas. This is especially the case in 
some colonies in the South. The Russian colo- 
nists of Olavarria state that they have never 
seen such a year of bounteous yield. The 
future possibilities of this country may be 
realized when itis considered thatit is one 
third the size of the whole United States. But 
this is notthe only South American country 
that English capital is developing as a rival of 
the United States, because there is no specu- 
lation there to interfere with prices, while 
there is no prohibition tari to prevent 
her paying for South American wheat with 
English goods, as there is in North Amer- 
ica. Illustrating this point, English capital 
is now erecting large flour mills on the most 
improved process at Rio de Janeiro for grind- 
ing the wheat grown in that great Empire as 
well as its more Southern neighbors. ‘This is 
to meet the competition of the flour mills in 
the United States, which are driving out of the 
field those of Great Britain by reasonof cheaper 
transportation on the manufacture d good 
from the base of supply for raw material, 
wheat, than on the raw material itself, by 
which American flour is steadily super- 
seding American wheat as an export staple. 
It will thus be seen that England is not to rest 
content with developing India as a source of 
supply for her food aud as a market for her 
manufacturers, but is rapidiy absorbing our 
South American neighbors, among whom she 
roposes to open up markets for her manu- 
actures that will not only offset the 
loss of her flour milling interests, 
but render ber independent of us in 
time.—- [New York Commercial Bulletin, 
Latest cables besides duliness were quoted 
lower.——For spot No. 2 wheat there was a fair 
demand to-day, and 25,000 bu sold, most of it 
to local millers, but 5,000 bu to go South.

MANNING’S BANK. 


The Alleged Decline in Western National 
Stock—Cause of the Report. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New YORK, March 25.—There seems to have 
been something approaching a conspiracy to 
depress the price of the partly paid subscrip- 
tions to the stock of the Western National 
Bank. The movement culminated on Wednes- 
day, and so far as can be learned it accom- 
plished no more than to make some people 
feel uncomfortable. In fact, the attempt was 


so bungling that it failed. The public first 
heard of it throngh a quotation that was made 
in the Consolidated Exchange for a subscrip- 
tion of $2,000 par value, equal to 20 shares of 
stock. The price at which the transaction was 
alleged to have been made was 92, while the 
price has ranged from 110 to 115. The transac- 
tion was printed on the tickers of the Ex- 
change . reported in some of the newspa- 

ers,-as the subscriptions are notlisted on that 

xchange. The transaction, even if made, 
ought not to have been quoted upon the tape. 
It was also printed on the official list of the 
transactions of the Exchange. Chairman W. 
F. Miller of the Committee on Securities has 


published a card to the effect that 
this was an error of the printer 
and that the transaction that sbould 


have been reported was a sale of $2,000 
Fort Worth & Denver City ists at 92. As there 
has not been a transaction in Western Na- 
tional Bank stock for some time on the floor 
ofthe Exchange, and there is no similarity in 
the titles, it is not easy to understand how the 
mistake occurred. About the same time that 
it was made, Kiernan’s News Agency put out 
an item to the effect that the stock of tne bank 
had declined from 115 to 100 on account of the 
continued illness of Secretary Manning, who is 
to be president of the new bank. This state- 
ment was alleged to be made upon the author- 
ity of a broker in bank stocks. Whoever 
he was he forgot to find out that Mr. 
Manning was on his way to Europe and had 
not been heard from in ten days. The 
steamer he and Treasurer C. N. Jordan sailed 
on arrived out yesterday, and both were 
heard from as having improved in health. A 
further investigation of the matter is going on 
in the Consolidated Exchange, butin the case 
of Kiernan’s State News Agency no investiga- 
tion is needed.

MR. HOMANS’ ATLANTIC TO SAIL WITH 
THE MAYFLOWER. 


The Owner of the Arrow Heard From— 
Champion Jem Smith Backing Out of 
His Bluffs— The St. Joe Kid’’ Talks— 
Sporting News and Base Ball Briefs.

New York, March 25.—Itis among the prob- 
abilities that the Dauntless and the Coronet 
will not long have a monopoly of the glory 
that comes to yachts which take part in races 
across the ocean.

Notlong 
ago the Atlantic, having been so badly beaten 
by the Mayflower, went from the auction 
block into a new owner's possession. Com- 
modore Fish bought her ‘‘for another per- 
son, so it was chronicled, who did not want 
his ownership made public for a time. 

E. C. HOMANS 
was his name, however. Mr. Homans is a 
Wall street man of prominence and popu- 
larity, a member of the Stock Exchange, 
the possessor of cash in plenty, and, 
withal, a devoted yachtsman who loves high 
windsand higher seas. When he bought the 
Atlantic he proposed to ‘‘make her go,’’ ac- 
cording to the assertion of one of his friends 
yesterday, and he has decided upon overhaul- 
ing her in a most thorough-going way, and 
yacht builders who have been consulted 
promise to add speed in plenty. Mr. Homans 
is ready to open his purse wide if they will do 
what they promise. Only a very few people 
know of Mr. Homans’ ambition, or have heard 
even a hint of his proposal of a challenge to 
the Mayflower. That does not signify, however, 
that the Atlantic’s new owner is any the less in 
earnest. A correspondent of the Post-DIs- 
PATCH invited him to open his heart yesterday 
and tell what be has planned for the public’s 
sake. Broker Homans may love the public, 
but the work he is going to prove it by is yet 
awhilein abeyance. He was mum. He did 
not want it even to be known that he owned 
the Atlantic, he said that as soon as it leaked 
out he would be bothered to death, and bother 
was not at ail to his taste. Hedid not care to 
talk either about a contemplated sea race with 
the Mayflower. The Post-DISPATCH would 
please excuse him till some other day.

Some of Mr. Homans’ 
friends are coming to share somewhat in his 
enthusiasm. Hearing this from those friends, 
Homans means business. Not only does he 
expect that the changes which he is making in 
the Atlantic are going to give her wonderful 
nips ap and insure seagoing qualities, but

terms. He has urged one of his intimates to 
do his level best to make the match and he is 
ready to agree that whoever gets on the other 
side firstshall own the other boat.

Such an offer of 
course must receive attention fromthe May- 
flower. Itis not bravado. Homans wants no 
notoriety ; it is not advertising he is after. He 
believes that he is making the Atlantic the 
specdiest sloop afloat, and he is willing to 
back up his belief in a way that contemplates 
the expenditure of a big lot of money whether 
he wins or loses. Yacht for yacht, that’s what 
he wants to sail the Mayflower for.

McGregor Talks About the Men He Fough3 
in Philadelphia. 


McGregor, the St. Joe Kid, has returned 
to Cincinnati from Philadelphia, where he was 
sparring for John Clarke. The Kid said he 
was billea the first night to fight Jack Lang- 
don, the man on whose head Mike Cleary 
broke his arm, says the Enquirer. Langdon 
evidently got frightened and refused to go on. 
He tried the Kid once before, when the latter 
was dissipated and out of condition, and he 
did not want anything to do with him when 
the Kid was all right. He made an excuse 
about not getting enough money, and a pupil 
of Dennis Butler was put on. 

The pupil weighed 175 pounds, fully twenty- 
five pounds more than McGregor. The Kid 
went around the 1 in good shape, and 
in the third round hit him a crack that broke 
his nose and made him quit. He was sent to 
the hospital, and it was this blow that put an 
end to knock-outs in Philadelphia. 

On Wednesday aoe he met Charlie V 
the champion middle-weight of Illinois. In 
speaking of him the Kid sald: To tell you the 
truth, Daly had the best of the hitting in the 
first round—that is, he got home the most 
times, but they were light taps. I only hit 
ulm two or three times, and I tell you those 
punches made him sick. Every — was 
even upinthe next two rounds, but in the 
fourth I went in to finish him, and got a good 
smash at his neck and knocked him down. He 
was on the floor five or six seconds, and I 
went overto put on the finishing touches 
when there were cries of ‘Don’t hit him! 
Wait until he gets up! It wasn’t because I 
didn’t want to finish him, butI didn’t dare 
take chances with my right hand, which was 
sore, and I wanted to save it for Jimmie Ryan, 
who was to fight me Friday night. He is the 
champion middle-weight of the East, and 
fought a draw with McCattrey. He trained 
three weeks tomeet me. Idon’t think my 
showing was bad with Ryan. The very first 
lead I got danded on his wind, and he didn’t 
get his breath for the whole round. The hit- 
ting was about even for a little while, but 
they called snort time on meand gave him 
a chance to get his breath. In the sec- 
ond round I got home with that short swing 
with my left, the same one I used in breaking 
Butler's pupil’s nose, and Icame pretty near 
twisting Ryan’s nasal organ out of shape, too. 
The minute I got in this blow they called time 
and said they weren’t fighting Queenaberry’s 
rules, but Clark’s rules, and that there must 
be a chance to have the blood washed 
off of a wounded man.

Removal of the Bethel]—From the River to 
the Old Y. M. C. A.—Shaare Emeth’s 
Annual Meeting—Binswanger’s Position

The most important down town religious 
movement of years is that which is engaging 


the -attention and exciting the hopes of 
the directors of the Bethel. This in- 
stitution is a branch of the Seaman’s 


Bethel whichis so properous and so effective 
in Eastern cities where seamen are numerous. 
Here, of course, the small number of seamen 
caused it either to die or enlarge its sphere. It 
did the latter and began giving out tracts and 
furnishing general religious instructions to 
the poor and their families. Its success has 
been great, and the need of larger quarters 
has at last become so pressing that thereisa 
general casting about for another location. Bar- 
num’s Hotel was at first deemed suitable, but 
was later given up. Now, however, the old 
Y. M. C. A., building at Eleventh and Locust 
streets is the favored site. The Board of Di- 
rectors, at least a large number, want to see 


the property purchased, and the Bethel 
moved there. Capt. Kitwood, manager 
of the Bethel, does not encourage 


the scheme but rather does the opposite. J. 


W. Kauffman, one of the directors, is on the 
other hand exceedingly anxious to see the 
change effected. The transfer will mean a 
great deal, as it will throw into a very work- 
able part of the East End an active evangeliz- 
ing agency of great power.
